Material Combine Takes Toll 
on Every Job. 
Realty Board is Alleged to be 
in League.

CHICAGO, March 27.—Nothing is 
too big and nothing too sma® to es- 
cape the toll of the grafter in the 
Chicago bullding industry. From 
the time the first spade is sunk in 
the excavation until the final — 
is put on the completed building, 
graft is paid either directly to allow 
the work to proceed, or indirectly in 
the extortionate cost of materials.

In the erec- 
tion of one bullding alone $100,000 
was paid in direct graft and the 
estimated cost of the building treb- 
led Dy price boosts and delays. 
REALTY BOARD HIT. 
Chicago contractors have been 
“broke” by the Chicago Real Estate 
Board for refusing.to ask extortion- 
ate profits on their buildings and 
have been denied materials and la- 
bor, thereby indicating that the 
realty board is in league with ma- 
te men and labor leaders, These 
were some of the revelations made 
to the joint legislative committee 
investigating the bullding industry 
in Chicago. It is estimated that the 
“system” costs Chic millions of 
dollars annually and the greatest 
aid to the rent hogs. One former 
contractor testified that the combi- 
nation had driven him from Chicago.

LYNN YOUTH DECLARES HIS HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEE FAVORS 


METHOD WILL SOLVE 
THE PROBLEM. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH | 
LYNN (Mass.) March 27.— Arthur 


Rogers, 18, a senior at Lynn Classic 
High School, has solved three meth- 
ods of trisecting an arc or angle. 
using only a straight edge and com- 
pass, professors at the school an- 
nounced last night. The feat of Rog- 
ers has never been accomplished ex- 
cept with measuring instruments, 
and those who examined the young- 
ster’s work today could find no flaw. 
with it. 

Although he has proved his work 
arithmetically, no proof has yet been 
discovered geometrically, and the 
mathematics teachers at the school 
will help Rogers to solve this next 


week. 

Edwin Hoadley, teacher, believes 
the key will be found in the pytha- 
gora’s theorem; the square of the 
hypothenuse of a right triangle is 
equal to the sum of the squares on 
the two other sides. In addition 
to trisecting an arc Rogers has gone 
further by proving that he can di- 
vide the arc into any number of 
equal parts, Rogers demonstrated 
his discovery at the weekly meeting 
of the Mathematics Club and In- 
structor Arthur Lord, a Phi Delta 
Kappa man at Dartmouth, could 
find no error in the work. 

Rogers's method simply and brief- 
ly outlined is as follows: 

Starting with any arc. draw a 
chord. . Using the chord as a diame- 
ter. describe a semicircle. Using half 
the chord as a radius, describe arcs 
from each end, cutting the semi- 
circle into three equal parts. From 
the center of the circle of which 
the original arc is a section, draw 
lines cutting the three trisectors of 
the second arc and the, original are 
is trisected. The whole theorem is 
based on diamie a com- 
paratively recent discovery regard- 
ing ares and angles.

Japan Clings to 
Fishing Rights 
in Kamchatka.

The 100-yard dash was the sec 
ond race of the day and came at a 
time when the wind was sweeping 
down the track In the face of the 
runners. The 220-yard dash, the 
race in which Paddock smashed 
two-fifths of a second off of the 
record, was a most spectacular race. 
The wind which had been biowing 
all day had died down to a perfect 
calm and the entire race ran 
through without as much asa breath 
of air, for even the spectators were 
holding their breaths. 

Paddock was almost last out of 
his holes and did not seem to be 
moving until he reached the fifty- 
yard mark. Here he began trying 
to pass Hutchinson, who had 
slight lead, but try as he might 
Hutchinson stayed on until the last 
thirty yards when Paddock, with al- 
most a superhuman effort, forged 
ahead enough to give him the race 
and when he came within striking 
distance of the tape, he made a 
headlong dive at the tape which 
carried him over the Une a yard 
and a half ahead of Hutchinson.

SHOOK THE GROUND. 

No sooner had the gun gone for 
the start than the wind sprang up, 
blewing directly in the face of the 
runners.

IVE THE RAILROADS A CHANCE 


the railroads have improved transportation 
facilities to a considerable degree, but, ac- 
cording to all available statistics, the im- 
provements represent losses to the stock- 
holders and another twelve months of oper- 
ation under similar conditions will force 
three-fourths of the railroads of the coun- 
try into the hands of receivers. 


What is the matter with the rafiroads? 
Why are not the increased rates now in 
@ffect sufficient to meet the extra cost of 
labor and material? Freight rates are se 
high that the eastern markets. are prac 
tically closed to certain California indus 
tries; yet not more than half the railroads 
of the country earned enough last year to 
pay operation expenses. Many of the roads 
were forced to borrow money with which to 
pay taxes, and dividends were as scarce 
as German reparation money. 


and cheap transportation is an absolute es- 
sential to modern industry. It is as nec 
essary as production itself. Prior to the 
war the United States possessed the most 
extensive and best-equipped railway trans- 
portation service in the world; and the 
prosperity of the country was due in a 
large part to the facilities for rapid ex- 
change of products between different seo 
tions, 

It was the rafiroads that carried the 
wheat to the mill and from the mill to the 
great centers of population, carrying back 
manufactured products for use on the 
farms. It was the railroads that carried 
the ore to the mills and the steel to the 
plants where it was shaped into necessities 
of commerce. It was the railroads that in- 
terlocked with ribbons of steel all parts of 
the country, binding them into a unified 
whole. If those railroad systems are to 
disintegrate, the different sections will fall 
apart and the economic gains of fifty years 
will be wasted. 

Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Southern Pacific 
Company, gave the public some illuminat- 
ing facts in an address recently delivered 
in New Orleans concerning the conditions 
of the railroads when they were turned 
back to their owners after twenty-six 
months of Federal operation and control. 
He also stressed some of the handicaps un- 
der which the roads are now trying 
to operate. While he naturally looked on 
the situation from the point of view of the 
owner and manager of a railroad, the jus- 
tice of many of his conclusions is ines- 
capable. | 

Mr. Kruttschnitt said that when our 
country entered the war each government 
department and agency believed that its 
special service was more important than 
that of any or all the others, and the de- 
mands for preferential treatment, expressed 
im the form of Federal orders, so interfered 
with the general plan of operation under 
private ownership that the President 
reached the conclusion that they should all 
be placed under a single paramount author- 
ity. In his proclamation taking over the 
rallroads the President said: 

Investors in railway securities may 
rest assured that their rights and in- 
terests will be as scrupulously looked 
after as they would be by the directors 
of the several railway systems. 

In a message to Congress two weeks after 
taking over the railroads the President 
said: 
The common administration will be 

carried on with as little disturbance of 

the present organizations and person- 
nel of the railways as possible. 

Commenting on these statements, Mr. 
Kruttschnitt said: “Were these obliga- 
tions, an obvious corollary as a matter of 
elemental justice, lived up to? They were 
not. While no one ever questioned the 
President's intentions, they were complete 
ly ignored by his suvordinates whom he 
placed in control of the railroads. As soon 
as they felt securely seated they began 
to assert the rights of ownership to as 
complete an extent as though the rail- 
roads had been bought, paid for and de- 
livered. They began to remove all marks 
of ownefship from the equipment and to 
make purchases for account of owners of 
rolling stock of improvident designs, 
a fe thereby imposing on the carriers in 
perpetuity the expense of handling unnec- 
essary dead weight and providing special 
repair parts.” 

Still more extr: agant and demoralizing 
to the service were the wage agreements 
which the government made with the rail- 
way brotherhoods. Wages were doubled 
and the number of employees was in-. 
creased about 25 per cent. The result was 
that: 

After twenty-six months of service 
the government surrendered the roads 
with a heritage of four or five billions 
of debt saddled on the country, flippant- 
ly alleged to fairly represent legiti- 
mate war cost, although much of it was 
inexcusable, avoidable waste; a scale 
of operating expenses $3,000,000,000 
more than in 1917 and so burdensome 
as to make it cost almost 100 cents to 
earn each dollar of gross revenue. 

Those figures are enough to make one 
“stop, look and listen.” According to Mr. 
Kruttschnitt, the total cost to the taxpay- 
ers of the country for the direct losses sus- 
tained under Federal operation is not less 
than $4,000,000,000; and the cost of oper- 
ating the roads was increased $3,000,000,000. 
That looks like a total loss of about 57,000, 
000,000 to the people; for they have to pay 
in taxes the operating losses, and in freight 
and passenger fares the higher transporta- 
tion schedules. 

That increased operating cost of 83,000. 
000,000 annually was passed along to the 
owners of the roads when they were re- 
turned. In addition: “The equipment con- 
dition on all lines was deplorable. Repairs 
were so inadequately made that when the 
railroads were returned to their owners 
equipment was in the worst condition ever 
known.” 

Mr. Kruttschnitt made an appeal to the 
public in general to join the railroaas in 
persuading the Railroad Labor Board to 
“permit a prompt return to working con- 
ditions under which an honest day’s work 
will be given for an honest day's pay.” 
Here is one instance of the increased cost 
fastened upon the railroads by Federal in- 
terference: “In 1917 the railroads had 
264,568 shopmen; in March, 1920, they had 
378,238, an increase of 113,652, or 43 per 
cent. The movement of trains was some- 
what less in 1920 than in 1917.”

IN POSSESSION, 

Every American citizen read the 
Constitution of the United 8 and then 
memorize it. There neves was a time like 
the present when so many Americans were 
unconscious of their greatest possession. 
We must rekindle the fires that burned so 
brightly when Daniel Webster and other 
patriots interpreted our document of lib- 
erty, and when all citizens were happy and 
enthusiastic in fous possession. For- 
getfulness has gone so far in our day that 
men are taking refuge in clans and unions, 
organized to do in part what the Constitu- 
tion, and the laws made in conformity with 
it, can do in all completeness. 

Rich and poor alike have a vital interest 
in the one great bil, of rights. It is truly 
the voice of freedom for all, but the poor, 
by reason of their immediate necessities, 
have more specific reasons to scan its 
pages, to take them to heart, and to live in 
the daily consciousness of an indwelling 
strength. It is only in the forgetfulness of 
this strength that they can ever lose a sin- 
gle right. Yet it is just the poor themselves, 
and in a peculiar sense the people who hap- 
‘pen to work with their hands, who forget 
that they possess the all-comprehending 
governmental power, and that there is 
no creature in the world with the 
ability to deny them anything. Neglect in 


the exercise of the constitutional prerog- 


ative in times past resulted in wrongs to 
the people who forgot. What they suffered 
were the penalties of negligence. Then, 
never attempting to right these wrongs by 
using the irresistible power already in 
their possession, they began to think of 
half measures. 

One the first of these was the labor 
union, which, by the mere fact of its exist- 
ence, constitutes a confession of disbelief 
in constitutional remedies. It is the child 
of fragmentary thinking. It says that the 
people have no effective force for self-gov- 
ernment, that representative government is 
a failure, and that rule by strike and class 
expression is a success. It is but natural 


rulers, and who imagine that some one is 
their oppressor, should develop a feeling of 
isolation and an overweening faith In clan 
action. It is also natural that these half 
measures should gradually take the form of 
war against all people who stand by their 
constitutional rights. 

The first fruit of the fragmentary thought 
is the closed shop. By the closed shop a 
free citizen is to be denied the right to 
work for what he pleases, whether that be 
much, little or nothing. The closed-shop 
proposal cannot be granted without viola- 
tion of the Constitution, but, of course, the 
Constitution may be amended. The people 
who labor outnumber all others by a mar- 
ain much greater than that required for 
amendment, but with the force of the mul 
titude on their side, and with the certainty 
of success, they have not yet said that they 
wish any labor union, or any other organ- 
ization less than the United States itself, to 
lay down the law to an individual. The 
neople can say this whenever they please, 
but they have not yet pleased to say it, and 
until they do say ft, any man has a con- 
stitutional right to work for nothing, and 
every “scab” is a true champion of liberty. 

Devotees of unions have seen fit to use 
epithets of opprobrium for citizens whose 
only crime is that they exercise their fun- 
damental rights under the laws of the land,

selves It is no valid exeuse to say, even 
if the charge were true, that the work of 
free labor injures labor in-a union. Neither 
is it a justification of closed-shop sentiment 
to say that our laws are unjust. Our laws 
are what we have made them, and men in 
unions as well as out of unions had a hand 
in the making. The general public in Amer 
lea ia the proper tribunal before whom 
pleas of all kinds should be made, pleas 
couched in the form of suggested amend- 
ments and laws thereunder. He who sug- 
gests shackles for individual workers 
should address this public tribunal in the 
appointed way and not by means of a brutal 
strike. If he can influence the public and 
persuade it to amend the Constitution so 
be any man may be, by law, denied the 

t to work for his health, for little or for 
nothing, then his proposal would become 
the expressed will of the people, and in that 
event no loyal American would have a right 
to complain. 


So great, indeed, is the constitutional 


| power in the people, that we may at will, 


should we lose our minds, even bring into 
being a ramshackle soviet, or, what 
amounts to the same thing, amend the Con- 
stitution to the vanishing point and have 
anarchy in full flower. Let it not be granted 
to any Bolshevist that the amending plural- 
ity is too great conveniently to mobilize for 
purposes of construction, or, as he would 
prefer, destruction. A Bolshtvist should be 
the very last to cavil at mere numbers, for 


he ig the one who says that myriads are | 


oppressed by the few who glorify money 
and capitalism. By his own dictum the 
ever-present horde of oppressed more than 
fill up the required number who have the 
power to amend. If, in America, the 
myriads refuse or neglect to speak their 
will, they alone know why, and they- need 
not explain to anyone. If it were true, as 
stated by solicitous revolutionists, that the 
decisions of the great majority are made in 
darkness, the genius of our institutions 
would still declare that it is for the citizens 
themselves to decide whether they shall 
light up their councils with the torch of an- 
archy or with something better. 


DELICATE QUESTION. 

California could not win the interest 
of the East with its presentation of the 
evils attending Japanese land-ownership 
and tenancy, but our friends béyond the 
Rockies are getting all stirred up over the 
cable question. The former German cables 
in the Pacific center in the island of Yap. 
Everybody laughed when it was discovered 
that Yap was mentioned in one of the va- 
rious documents connected with the peace 


treaty. At that time about the only thing - 


known about Yap, except by a few Ger- 
mans and Japanese, was that it was the 
land of stone money; now there is a storm 
raging over the island and its nerves of 
communication which threatens the peace 
of two nations. Japan has been given the 
mandate for the German Islands north of 
the equator, including the one with the 
short name. This was done without the 
consent of the United States because this 
country is not a member of the League of 
Nations which approved the mandate. A 
protest sent to the League by former Sec- 
retary of State Colby elicited a reply tnat 
the case was in the hands of the Supreme 
Council. Since then Japan has maintained 
the attitude that it is entitled to exclusive 
jurisdiction. This is in direct opposition 
to the position taken by former President 
Wilson, and the action of Tokio has brought 
about an uncomfortable situation. The 
stand taken by the United States is that 
Yap enters necessarily into any project or 
system of practical commugication by ca- 
ble in the Pacific and that “no power can 
limit or control its use.” It will thus be 
seen that Mr. Hughes, as Secretary of 
State in the Harding Cabinet, has a deli- 
cate question on his hands.

IS PROMISING. 


BY ELLWOOD J. MUNGER. 
The week's developments in the 


number of the “wildcat” wells show- 
ing up in a very promising manner. 
The big surprise came at the Pla- 
centia Oil Company's well, located a 
few hundred yards west of the Hef- 
fern No. 1, @ dry hole, drilled to 
about 4300 feet. At 2850 feet the Pla- 
centia company struck an oil sand 
that looked so good that (drilling 
operations were halted to study the 
“find.” The showing was not ex- 
pected short of 4000 feet and makes 
the geological calculations of the 
Richfield district a little off eelor, 
However, the showing may be of the 
tar sand nature, that so often starts 
excitement over the outcome of a 
“wildcat” well. The showing will be 
tested out. 

At 8005 feet the Richfield Union 
Petroleum Company ran into some 
showings that would indicate that 
an oil sand ie not far, and that the 
“wildcat” well south of the little 
city of Placentia may open up a lot 
of new development work.

IS DETERMINED. 


Tax Basis for San Joaquin 
Valley Announced. 


Elk Hills Development to 
Spread Rapidly. 


Several Companies Are Busy 
in Midway Field. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
BAKERSFIELD, March 26.—Ba- 


oll and oil pipe-line properties dur- 
ing the current year for the San 
Joaquin Valley were decided upon 
at a meeting of county assessors 
held at Fresno a few days ago. 
The asessors report, among other 
things, covers pipe lines, crude oil, 
pumping stations and all property 
of oil companies. The assessment 
for crude oil will be at the rate of 


from 70 to 90 cents a barrel valua- 
— according to its s grav- 


ty. 

Fuel-oil pumping stations will be 
assessed $44,000, and half-stations, 
$25,000. Double stations were fixed 
at $50,000. 

Pipe lines will be assessed as fol- 
lows: Six-inch lines, $1600 a mile: 
ten-inch lines, $4000 a mile; twelve- 
inch lines, $4500 a mile. 

The Standard Oil Company is ex- 
tending its gas and water pipe lines 
along the south section of sections 
15 and 16, 30-24, in the Elk Hills, 
from the Spaulding lease westward 
and is erecting a drilling rig on sec- 
tion 16, where it is expected 4rill- 
ing will start within a few days. 

Local oil men believe that this is 
a definite indication that the devel- 
opment of the Elk Hills will spread 
immediately to the north and even- 
tually envelope the whole district. 

C. A. Barlow and W. H. Hill have 
made an agreement with J. V. Mc- 
Neil, who has received a two-year 
prospecting permit from the govern- 
ment on sections 6 and 8, 30-24, to 
prospect the land. 

The Standard Of! Company has 
begun drilling another well on sec- 
tion 36, 30-24, the twenty-ninth this 
concern has started in the Elk Hills.

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Expert Declares Eastern 


Capitalists Are Drained by 
Rest of the World. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 
SACRAMENTO, March 26.—Tak- 
ing statments published by the State 
Rallroad Commission as a basis of 
estimate, and facing the fact that 


during the next five years it will re- 
quire $100,000,000 a year of new 
money in droelectric power de- 
velopment alone to keep pace with 
the demands of California’s increas- 
ing population, the Bureau of Eco- 
nomics issued a questionnaire to 
some of the largest investment bank- 
ers in America in an effort to estab- 
lish, if possible, just how this money 
is to be provided. It is evident from 
the tone of the replies that the car- 
rying out of this program will not be 
without difficulty. 

The report made by E. W. Rollins, 
one of the strongest personalities in 
the investment banking business, is 
typical. He states: 

“We not only realize that Califor- 
nia is short of power, but also that, 
under Railroad Commission control 
and with a constantly increasing 
power market, the bonds offered by 
California companies are attractive. 
But it is only just that the people of 
the West be told emphatically that 
the day is past when the eastern 
money centers can be expected to 
take care of all their financial needs; 
this because all the world now looks 
to this country for money. 

“Neither can California expect to 
bulld all of its needed electric plants 
from money derived from the sale of 
bonds, 

“California must be prepared to 
invest some of its own money, not 
only in bonds underwritten by the 
investment banker, but also through 
direct purchase of the stocks, both 
common and preferred, of its own 
local companies. 

“California, in fact, must hence- 
forth be prepared to carry a 

part of the expense of developments. 
“Of course, California expects to 
keep up with the development which 
is absolutely necessary for its own 
progress, and I have no doubt that 
the State is prepared, in one way or 


to carry out this program. 

“My own estimate is that this will 
require that approximately one-half 
of the total financial demands for 
development of water power and put- 
ting it to work, must be carried on 
the Coast, but there is, in my judg- 
ment, no better or safer opportunity 
for investment than is offered by the 
securities of conservatively capital- 
ized and ably managed water-power 
corporations. 

“California is particularly fortun- 
ate in the character of the public 
utilities which are engaged in water- 
power development, and California 
power securities should be particu- 
larly attractive in that they are tax 
exempt within the State. This fact, 
coupled with the knowledge of the 
business interests of the State that 
these securities must be sold if the 
State is to progress, should go far to- 
ward interesting California people in 
their own development problems.”
